|Chestmobile Statistics 


Released by TB Association 


During 1970, the Christmas 
Seal Chestmobile, the 40-foot mo- 
bile testing van, operated by the 
TB & Health Association of Ala 
meda County, gave 18,000 tuber- 
culin skin tests, 12,000 spirome- 
ter pulmonary function tests and 
10,000 miniature chest X-rays as 
it was towed throughout the 
county, stopping about three 
weeks in each community. 

These statistics wele realeased 
by Colin Sinclair, M.D., vice pres- 
ident, TB & Health Association 
of Alameda County. 

According to Dr, Sinclair, Fre- 
mont holds the record for the 
largest turnout in 1970. In that 
city, 3,000 tests were given in a 
13-day period. Other informa- 
tion released by the Christmas 
Seal statisticians revealed that 
the van had been open for busi- 
ness, during the year, 1,501 hours, 
had used 2,112 hours of staff 
time and 1,056 hours of volunteer 
time. Approximately $775 worth 
of power was used to operate it. 

Along with its regular testing 
program, the Chestmabile has, 
for the past two years, also given 
a multiphasic screening program 
in cooperation with the Alameda 
County Health Department. 

Pointing to the fact that the 
number of chest X-rays has 
dropped in the past year or so, 
Dr, Sinclair explained that this 


is because much TB infection in| 
the county is being pin-pointed by 


skin testing, thus lessening the 
X-ray need. 
Findings fox 
made public until the middle of 
1971, but statistics for 1969 are 
available. They show that lung 
lesions were found in 160 persons 
during that year as compared to 
757 for 1968. This does not mean, 


he pointed out, that these were}

The center, they continued, also 
will focus on patients who pose 
new therapeutic challenges such 
as young children, drug abusers, 
alcoholics, the mentally retarded, 
the elderly, and minority individ- 
uals and groups.

Last year some 5,000 copies 


were requested from across the 
United States plus approximately 
280 from 20 foreign countries. 
The 


unique book, printed in 
Braille, is a 115-page anthology 
of the best in current children’s 
literature and contains two pages 
of raised (‘‘touch and see’’) illus- 
trations, 

“Many blind children who love 
to read do not have any books 
they ean call their own,” says 
Mrs. Betty Kalagian, editor of 
the volume and staff member of 
the Institute. What current lit- 
erature exists, she points out, 
whether it is in Braille, on rec- 
ords, or on tapes, must be bor- 
rowed from a library. “‘Expecta- 
tions,” however, is given to the 
individual blind child to keep on 
his own shelf, to read over and 
over again. The $5 cost of the 
volume is underwritten by con- 
tributions from various individu- 
als, groups or organizations. 


“Selection of material,’ Mrs. 
Kalagian says, “‘does not boil 


down to merely choosing the top- 
rated children’s books. Essential- 
ly, blind children like to read the 
same things that sighted young- 
sters do; however, I try to pick 
material that can be understood

without illustration, and to 
choose stories that appeal to 
gensegs other than sight.” During 
the year she consults librarians, 
book reviewers plus 
various listings and services in 
the field of children’s literature. 
And, of course, there is consulta- 
tion with the young blind readers 
themselves, primarily through a 
correspondence in Braille. 

A year’s work goes into the 
production, First, authors and 
publishers of selected works must 
give reprint permission. Then 
the material is arranged in a log- 
ical order, (and in some cases 
condensed), transcribed into 
Braille on zinc plates, printed on 
Braille embossing presses, check- 
ed by blind proofreaders, and 
bound into a semi-hard cover. In- 
cluded is the center spread 
double-page of raised pictures 
which illustrate some of the 
characters and items in - the 
stories.
